REMARKS 



Claim 20-21 are pending in the application. Claim 22 has been cancelled 
without prejudice. Claim 20 is the only claim in independent form. 

Claim 21 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
claim 20, but was held to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants wish to 
express their appreciation for the courtesies extended Applicants' representative, 
Kenneth I. Kohn, during a telephonic interview conducted on May 7, 2010. During 
the interview, agreement was reached on the wording of an amendment to render 
claim 21 allowable. Claim 21 has now been amendedt consistent with that 
agreement. Accordingly it is respectfully submitted that claim 21 is now in condition 
for allowance, which allowance is respectfully requested.
